t may be largely converted into flesh 
and fat, or it may be used to repair 
waste in the system or to produce heat. 
As this is the case, it appears evident 
that the “factory plan” can not lie ap­ 
plied to the production of beef as it can 
to the manufacture of cotton cloth, 
steel rails, paper collars, and wooden 
clothes-pins. 


P o ta to S ta r c h . 
The amount of potato starch annually 
used in this country is very large, and 
the quantity required is constantly in­ 
creasing. 
It is used as an article oi 
food by persons who can not obtain 
potatoes, by brewers and confectioners. 
It is employed for sizing new cotton 
cloth, and to some extent for giving 
stiffness and a smooth surface to gar­ 
ments that have recently been washed. 
It is al'O used in connection with other 
articles for making a coating for the 
cloth covering for hams, shoulders, 
bacon, and dried beef. 
A very large 
proportion of the potato starch used ic 
the United States is imported from Ger­ 
many and other countries on the con­ 
tinent of Europe. 
A recent investiga* 
lion 
showed 
that 
about 
half 
a 
million 
pounds 
of 
potato 
starch 
of foreign 
manufacture 
passed 
through the Chicago custom-house un- 
j der another name without the pavmenl 
of duties. 
There appears to lie no rea­ 
son why all the potato starch used in 
thi* country cannot be produced here. 
Germany possesses no special advan­ 
tages for producing potatoes or for the 
manufacture of starch. 
The extraction 
I of starch from potatoes, and the drying 
j and subsequent preparation of it are 
very simple processes. 
During the 
war with England in 1812 many fam­ 
ilies in this country manufactured the 
starch they used. 
The manufacture of 
I starch from potatoes, conducted in 
farm-houses led to the construction of 
factories in New England at the close 
of tfie war. 
The introduction of rail­ 
roads and the appearance of the Colo­ 
rado potato beetle caused potatoes to 
become high in most portions of the 
New England states, and resulted in 
closing up most of the old potato-stareh 
factories. 
The impoverishment of the 
soil in tile sections longest settled re­ 
sulted in reducing the yield of the tubers 
from which the starch was made. 
At present the manufacture of pota­ 
to starch in this country is limited al­ 
most entirely to Aroostook county, in 
the extreme northern portion of Maine. 
The yield of potatoes there is very large, 
a* the soil i* rich and the climate favor­ 
able to their production. 
Owing to the 
; distance from large towns ami the lack 
j of ( heap transportation, it is more pro- 
1 bitable to make *tarch from the pota­ 
ge* than to send them to market. 
The 
town of Presque I.*le. Aroostook county, 
| is the great center of the potato-stareh 
i industry. 
The largest potato-stareh 
factory in the world is located there. 
It works up about 320,000 bushels of po­ 
tato** annually. 
There are some twen­ 
ty-five other factories in the vicinity* 
The cost of a building there for a fae-

factory f**r the manufacture of beef is to 
be managed in about the same manner 
a* a factory for the manufacture of cot­ 
ton cloth or iron-rails. 
The operator 
w ill, after a limited experience, know­ 
how long it w ill take to pro*Iuce a cer­ 
tain amount of beef and what it will 
cost. 
He can estimate his profits with 
as much precision as the manufacturer 
of sheeting can. 
Mr. Atkinson * plan, like many other 
schemes, “looks well on paper.” 
It 
will be found, however, very difficult to 
carry it into operation in all parts of 
thc country. 
A plan that will work 
well in one place w ill not succeed in 
another. 
A cotton factory in Georgia 
will pro. I uce the same results as one in 
Maine, providing both have the same 
kind of machinery operated by the 
same kind of power. 
Machinery pro­ 
tected by a substantial building and 
moved by the force exerted by a stream 
of water will run at a certain speed for 
an indefinite length of time. 
There 
will be nothing to interfere with it* 
movements. 
The spinning jenny and 
power loom are not subject to contagi­ 
ous diseases.

The

of com and fodder 
plants are being destroyed bv drought, 
floods, winds, insects, or beast; there is 
little uncertainty about the operations 
j of a cotton-mill or an iron rail factory. 
There is much uncertainty about the 
production of crops and the gain of 
animals even 
in 
a beef-producing 
establishment fitted up and operated on 
the “factory plan.” 
It is likely that Col. Gillet, of Illinois. 
1 can calculate very closely in advance 
what it w ill cost him to produce a cer­ 
tain amount of choice beef by the 
method of breeding and feeding an­ 
imal* which he has long followed. 
Ile 
finds it very profitable on a farm well 
adapted to the production of corn and 
blue grass and located w here the win­ 
ters ar*? not very severe. 
Others in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country have tried 
his plan and failed. 
They cannot keep 
their animals in growing condition 
without 
affording 
them 
protection. 
There is much uncertainty about the 
production of crops that are to be fed 
lo cattle. 
In mo*t parts of the country 
he yield of grass on the same land 
varies greatly during different years. 
A late spring or a frost early in the fall 
may reduce the yield of corn fully ono- 
lalf. 
A tornado or the appearance of i 
lest motive insects may ruin a crop of I 
?orn or fodder plants just before the i 
time of harvesting. 
A farmer never 
know s w hen his crops are out of danger. 
They are subject to injuries that no 
-kill or power of man can prevent. 
With little labor he may have crops to 
spare, with great labor he may be 
obliged to buy food for the animals he 
has on his place. 
Corn, grass and other forage crops 
can not be converted into beef with the 
same degree of certainty that raw cot­ 
ton can be made into cloth or pig-iron 
converted into rails. 
Cattle are sub­ 
ject to disease and death. 
Their health 
ami growth are dependent on many cir­ 
cumstances, most of w hich are not un­ 
der the control of man. 
A steer may 
eat a ton of food without a pound being 
added to its weight. 
Extreme heat and 
severe cold exercise a very unfavorable 
effect on animals kept for the produc­ 
tion of meat. 
A ton of coal consumed 
under suitable conditions can be relied 
upon to generate a certain amount of 


potatoes per 
$4.5o*> to $6,000. 
The cost of the ma­ 
chinery is from $1,500 to $2,000. Lum­ 
ber. however, is very cheap, rough 
boards suitable for a starch factory 
selling for $8 per thousand. 
Farmers 
generally receive 20 cents per bushel 
for potatoes delivered at the factory. 
The bushel is sixtv-three pounds. From 
this quantity of ]>otatoes nine or ten 
pounds of dry starch are made. 
No 
value is attached to the pulp from 
which the starch has been taken. 
Apparently 
the 
manufacture

starch from potatoes could be profit­ 
ably 
introduced into 
Minnesota or 
Dakota. 
The soil and climate are very 
favorable for the production of pota­ 
toes, w hile the cost of sending them to 
market is great. 
The raising of pota­ 
toes could be very advantageous carried 
on in connection with the production of 
wheat. 
After the season for cutting 
grass and harvesting wheat there is 
abundant time for digging potatoes. 
It 
i* much easier to raise potatoes on a 
large scale on a prairie where there are 
no stumps or stones than in a region 
where they are common. 
A good sup­ 
ply of nearly pure and quite cool water 
i.* necessary for the running of a potato 
starch factory. 
It is much cheaper to 
operate it by steam than by water. 
Minnesota and Dakota appear to have 
all the natural requirements for the 
production of potato starch. 
With the 
present low- price of wheat, this neg­ 
lected industry is worthy of examina- 
: tion.— Chicago Times.

Rules of Lent. 


The official regulations for the 
observance of Lent by the Cath­ 
olic diocese of St. Paul are thus 
promulgated by Bisphop Ireland. 
1. 
All th** days of Lent, except 
Sundays are fast-days precept.. 
2. 
The precept of fasting im­ 
plies the abstaining from food ex­ 
cept at one meal in the day, ex­ 
cluding also therefrom the use of 
flesh-meat. 
3. 
By Apostolic dispensation, 
however the use of flesh-meat is 
alowed on all days except the Wed­ 
nesday and Friday of each week 
the Saturday of Ember week and 
the last four days of Lent, 
4. 
Both fish and flesh meat are 
not to be used at the same meal. 
5. 
The use of lard in preparing 
food is 
allowed except on Ash- 
Wednesduy and Good-Fridav. 
6. 
A collation 
not exceeding 
the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal may be taken iii the evening; 
fish, butter, cheese and eggs may 
be used iii the collation. 
Custom 
premits also a cup of coffee, tea 
or thin chocolate with a small mor­ 
sel of bread to be taken in the 
morning. 
7. 
The 
precept of fasting is 
binding under pain 
of grievous 
sin. 
For special reasons the fol­ 
lowing classes of persons arc ex­ 
empt from the obligations of the 
fast on one meal; 
First, young 
persons (under the age of 21) and 
those advanced in years; second, 
infirm; third, those who are en­ 
gaged ia hard-labor or exhausting 
duties; fourth women who are in a 
state 
ot 
pregancy 
or 
nursing 
children. 
Those who excuse themselves 
or seek-exemption from this obli­ 
gation, should satisfy their con­ 
sciences that their indisposition 
to fasting is ow ning to real inablity 
and not to a spirit of self indul­ 
gence. 
In all cases of doubt they 
should advise with their pastor, 
and all who are exempt should 
endeavor to supply, as far as they 
can, 
but the non-observance of 
the fast by other |>enitential recol­ 
lection, and to acts of sorrow’ and 
compunction 
for sin, 
agreeably 
with the spirit of the church in 
th is holy season. 
8. 
The precept abstinence from 
flesh-meat is binding on all except 
young children and sick. 
9. 
Persons restraining 
from 
fasting by reason of infirmity, hard 
labor, etc., may use meat at all 
meals on 
those days for which 
abstinence is not enjoined. 
By special indult the use of flesh 
meat is again allowed on the Sat­ 
urday thoughout the year, except 
when a fast-day falls on a Satur­ 
day. 
Pastors will hold special exer­ 
cises of devotion in their several 
churches at appointed times dur­ 
ing Lent. 
Instructions of a prac­ 
tical character upon the christian 
duties, the nature of the sacraments 
and the prepration for their due 
reception, 
should 
be given 
on 
those occasions. 
We recommend earnestly for all

ministers* of this city refuse to 
supply synopsis of their Lord’s day 
sermons for Monday papers. 


The Royal Railroad. 


Fourth of the series of sermons 
on the Royal Rail Road, at the 
Baptist church, by the pastor Rev. 
E. J. Brownsan; subject, “ The 
Headlight.” Text, Psalm, 119-105. 
“ Thy word is a lamp unto my feat 
and a light unto my path.” 
I will hardly stop to define the 
use of the headlight. 
Its first use 
is to throw light upon the track. 
There may be obstructions on the 
track to avoid. 
It also acts as a 
signal to show danger to others. 
Man is in a state of moral darkness. 
Sin has blinded his eyes and he has 
shut himself up to rejection of God 
and enclosed himself in thick dark­ 
ness. 
The Bible is the great head­ 
light to illumine this maze of mor­ 
al darkness. 
It throws light upon 
the future and enables man to 
avoid the dangers and obstacles iu 
his path-way. 
But, men will tell you they have 
no use tor this headlight, but they 
need it as much as the engineer 
needs a headlight in the darkest 
night to see the dangers before 
him. 
Yes, more, for an engineer 
could dispense with the headlight, 
but no man can mn on the Royal 
Rail Road without the Bible. Man 
will tell you the Bible is not true; 
its statements of science are incor­ 
rect, its 
history 
erroneous, its 
prophesies mere guesses. Man will 
continue to talk on the mistakes 
of Moses long after their state­ 
ments have been proven untrue. 
Let us look at its antiquity, aud 
yet its wonderful accuracy, 
It 
goes back 2500 years before the 
the sciences of to-day were formed, 
yet how marvelous is the accuracy 
of this book. 
There is not to be 
found in the whole Bible a scien­ 
tific errer. 
No point upon which 
scientists are agreed 
has been 
found contrary to God’s word. 
The Bible was not written to 
teach science or history, but when 
it touches these points it has been 
found true. 
Its purpose was a 
moral purpose—to teach men of 
God, and how to gain heayen. Sci­ 
ence said Moses made a mistake 
when he spoke of “ firmament” in 
the second day’s creation, but the 
Hebrew 
word 
means 
expanse. 
Men have used geology as against 
the bible, but geology only con­ 
firms the Bible. 
The order of cre­ 
ation as given by geologist is the 
same as that of Moses in Genesis. 
Who taught Moses geology. 
Men have said the inscriptions 
upon the monuments would de­ 
stroy the Bible record. 
But lo 1 
these records of Babylon, Assyria 
and Egypt buried for two thousand 
years have been unearthed to sup­ 
port the Bible.

Association. 
A meeting of persons interested in this 
association was held in the Nortncrn 
Pacific Railroad Library room, on the 
evening of Thursday, lith inst., for the 
purpose of incorporating, electing offi­ 
cers, etc. 
Air. J. E. Phelan, who was called to 
the chair, briefly stated the object of tile

Wheat ley and Brown also spoke 
very favorably of incorporating a local 
building and loan association as a means 
of encouraging young men to invest in 
something they could rely upon, and of 
helping married men to buy or build and 
become the owners of their homes. 
Air. A. G. Michie, who was elected 
Secretary pro tem, moved that at this 
meeting there be a nomination of fifteen 
members to form a board of directors, 
who may adopt and sign articles of in­ 
corporation, formulate by-laws, to be 
submitted to a future general meeting, 
and to elect officers. The motion being 
carried unanimously, the following list 
of names was submitted by the Chair­ 
man and approved by the meeting:

M anufacturin g; Ilecf. 
In the last issue of The Tim es M aga­ 
zine Mr. Edward A tkinson discussed 
the subject of producing beef, from the 
standpoint of the m anufacturer. 
He 
asks the question: 
“ Can not the pro­ 
duction of beef be organized on the fac­ 
tory system , hy division of labor, the 
application of adequate capital, and by 
scientific methods?” 
He states that the 
m anufacturer of any kind of goods in 
general use can, by the aid of reports 
made by those lon g engaged in the bus­ 
iness. calculate to a nicety w hat his 
profits w ill be. 
He states, what is un­ 
doubtedly true, that more m oney is an­ 
nually spent in this country for beef 
than for any one article. 
As beef is so 
im portant an article, he thinks the 
time has com e when the exact cost of 
its production by the best m ethods 
should be accurately ascertained. 
He 
affirms that there should be no guess 
work about the co-t of producing a 
pound of beef. 
He thinks there is too 


steam of a given pressure, but we have 
little assurance that a ton of corn w ill 
F 
roduce any definite am ount of beef, 
t may be largely converted into flesh 
and fat, or it m ay be used to repair 
waste in the system or to produce heat. 
As this is the case, it appears evident 
that the “factory plan” can not lie ap­ 
plied to the production of beef as it can 
to the m anufacture of cotton cloth, 
steel rails, paper collars, and wooden 
clothes-pins. 


P o ta to .Starch. 
The amount of potato starch annually 
used in this country is very large, and 
the quantity required is constantly in­ 
creasing. 
It is used as an article ol 
food by persons w ho can not obtain 
potatoes, by brewers and confectioners. 
It is em ployed for sizing new cotton 
cloth, and to som e extent for giving 
stiffness and a sm ooth surface to gar­ 
m ents that have recently been washed. 
It is also used in connection with other 
articles for m aking a coating for the 
cloth covering for 
hams, shoulders, 
bacon, and dried beef. 
A very large 
proportion of the potato starch used ir 
the United States is im ported from Ger­ 
m any and other countries on the con­ 
tinent of Europe.

finds it very profitable on a farm well 
adapted to the production of corn and 
blue grass and located where the w in­ 
ters an* not very severe. 
Others in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country have tried 
his plan and failed. 
T hey cannot keep 
their anim als in grow in g condition 
without 
affording 
them 
protection. 
There is much uncertainty about the 
production of crops that are to be fed 
o cattle. 
In m ost parts of the country 
he yield of grass on the sam e land 
varies greatly during different years. 
A late spring or a frost early in the fall 
may reduce the yield of corn fully one- 
ialf. 
A tornado or the appearance of 
iestructive insects m ay ruin a crop of 
*orn or fodder plants just before tlie 
time of harvesting. 
A farm er never 
knows when his crops are out of danger. 
They are subject to injuries that no 
skill or power of man can prevent. 
With little labor he may have crops to 
spare, with 
great 
labor ho may be 
obliged to buy food for the anim als he 
has on his place. 
Corn, grass and other forage crops 
can not be converted into beef with the 
sam e degree of certainty that raw cot­ 
ton can be m ade into cloth or pig-iron 
converted into rails. 
Cattle are sub­ 
ject to disease and deat h. 
Their health 
and grow th are dependent on many cir­ 
cum stances, m ost of which are not un­ 
der the control of man. 
A steer may 
eat a ton of food without a pound being 
added to its weight. 
Extrem e heat and 
severe cold exercise a very unfavorable 
effect on anim als kept for the produc­ 
tion of meat. 
A ton of coal consum ed 
under suitable conditions can be relied 
upou to generate a certain amount of 


this quantity of potatoes nine or ten 
pounds of dry starch are made.

value is attached to the pulp from 
which the starch has been taken. 
A pparently

starch from potatoes could be profit­ 
ably 
introduced into

The soil and clim ate are very 
favorable for the production of pota­ 
toes, while the cost of sending them to 
market is great.

starch factory. 
It is much cheaper to 
OjK’rate it by steam than by 
water. 
M innesota and Dakota appear to have 
all the natural requirem ents for the 
production of potato starch. 
W ith the 
present low price of wheat, this neg­ 
lected industry is worthy of exam ina­ 
tion.— Chicago Times.

The official regulations for the 
observance of Lent by the Cath­ 
olic diocese of St. E’aul are thus 
promulgated by Bisphop Ireland. 
1. 
All the days of Lent, except 
Sundays are fast-days Drecept.. 
2. 
The precept of fasting im­ 
plies the abstaining from food ex­ 
cept at one meal in the day, ex­ 
cluding also there trom the use of 
flesh-meat. 
3. 
By Apostolic dispensation, 
however the use of flesh-meat is 
alowed on all days except the Wed­ 
nesday and Friday of each week 
the Saturday of Ember week and 
the last four days of Lent. 
4. 
Both fish and flesh meat are 
not to be used at the same meal. 
5. 
The use of lard in preparing 
food is 
allowed except on Ash- 
Wednesdayand Good-Fridav. 
6. 
A collation 
not exceeding 
the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal may be taken in the evening; 
fish, butter, cheese and eggs may 
be used in the collation. 
Custom 
premits also a cup of coffee, tea 
or thin chocolate with a small mor­ 
sel of bread to be taken in the 
morning.

“ Thy word is a lamp unto my feet 
and a light unto my path.” 
I will hardly stop to define the 
use of the headlight.

Man isiu a state of moral darkness.

It throws light upon 
the future and enables man to 
avoid the dangers and obstacles iu 
his path-way. 
But, men will tell you they have 
no use tor this headlight, but they 
need it as much as the engineer 
needs a headlight in the darkest 
night to see the dangers before 
him. 
Yes, more, for an engineer 
could dispense with the headlight, 
but no man can rnn on the Royal 
Rail Uoad without the Bible. Mau 
will tell you the Bible is not true; 
its statements of science are incor­ 
rect, 
its 
history 
erroneous, its 
prophesies mere guesses. Man will 
continue to talk on the mistakes 
of Moses long after their state­ 
ments liaye been proven untrue. 
Let us look at it* antiquity, and 
yet its wonderful accuracy. 
It 
goes back 2500 years before the 
the sciences of to-day were formed, 
yet how marvelous is the accuracy 
of this book. 
There is not to be 
found in the whole Bible a .scien­ 
tific errer. 
No point upon which 
scientists are 
agreed 
has been 
found contrary to God’s word. 
The Bible was not written to 
teach science or history, but when 
it touches these points it has been 
found true. 
Its purpose was a

God, and how to gain heaven. Sci­ 
ence said Moses made a mistake 
when he spoke of “ firmament” in

expanse.

same as that of Moses in Genesis. 
Who taught Moses geology. 
Men have said the inscriptions 
upon the

stroy the Bible record.

these records of Babylon, Assyria 
and Egypt buried for two thousand 
years have been unearthed to sup­ 
port the Bible. 
More wonderful 
still has been the fulfillment of 
prophecy. 
A man may guess of 
what will be 100 year* hence, but 
when he enters into numerous de­ 
tails he will probably fail. 
The 
Bible uttered numerous predictions 
and many have been fulfilled pre­ 
cisely as fore told. 
W itness the 
destruction of Babylon, Nineveh, 
Tyre and Jerusalem. 
Then the unity of the Bible ! 
how wonderful! 
Over sixty books, 
more than 30 writers, scattered 
over a period of 1500 years, and yet 
no book contradicts another book. 
There can be but one conclusion 
as to this book. 
It was from God, 
and the holy spirit that guided 
Paul and John guided Moses. 
This wonderful book is the su­ 
preme guide to-day. 
There is not 
a moral question before the world 
but has light thrown upon it from 
the Bible. 
It denounces vice and 
immoraality.
